REPUBLICAN  STATE  CONVENTION 


Springfield,  Juno  16,  1858. 
Pursuant  to  the  following  call,  the  delegates 
to  the  Republican    State  Convention  of  Illinois 
assembled    in    the    Representative.-'    Hall    in 
Springfield,  on  Wednesday,  June  16  : 

Republican  State  Convention. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  usbv  'ho  fctate  Conven" 
tion,  held  at  Bloomington,  May  20,  1856,  the  Republican 
State  Central  Committee  of  the  State  of  Illinois  hereby  notify 
theseveral  counties  of  the  State  to  appoint dek gates  to  meet 
in  Convention  at  the  State  House  in  Spring'fielg,  on  Wednes- 
day, the  sixteenth  day  of  June  i^ext,  at  10  o  clock,  A.  M.,  for 
the  purpose  of  nominating  a  candidate  for  State  Treasurer  and 
a  candidate  for  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  to  be 
voted  for  at  tho  general  election  to  be  held  in  November  next, 
and  for  the  more  perfect  organization  of  the  Republican  party 
in  Illinois. 

The  counties  will  be  represented  in  said  Convention  upon 
the  basis  of  the  total  popular  vote  iu  the  several  countiescast 
for  Presidential  electors  at  the  election  in  1850.  the  representa- 
tion to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  counties  of  the  State, 
in  the  ratio  of  one  delegate  foi  every  400  votes  cast  for  all  the 
Candidates  for  electors,  and  one  delegate  for  every  fraction 
over  two  200  votes  cast.  Below  is  given  a  table  of  the  number 
of  the  delegates  to  which  each  county  will  be  entitled  upon 
the  above  basis  of  representation.

The  Convention  was  called  to  ord<  P  precisely 
at  10  o'clock.  A  M.,  by  N.  ij.  Ji  '   ,  lan  of 

State    Republican   Central    Committee,    upon 
whose  motion 

Hon.  Richard  Yates,  of  inty,  was 

unanimously  chosen  President, pro  tern, 

Mr.  Yates  took  the  chair  amid  lou  I  applause, 
and  said 

Gentlemen: — This  is  indeed  an  unexpected 
honor.  I  had  no  idea  of  bfein'g  calli  \  upon  to 
preside  over  the  deliberations  of  this  body.  I 
will  state,  however,  that  though  it  is  ."..expect- 
ed, it  will  be  very  gratifying  to  my  feelings. 
There  may  have  been  a  time  in  Istory   if 

our  Hartj  when  it  would  not  have  been  so6 
But  now  the  signs  an!  bright  in  the  political 
sky  of  the  Republican  party.  (Applause.)  I 
may  rejoice  with  keener  satisfaction  in  the 
prospect  before  us,  btcause  of  the  peculiar  situ- 
ation in  which  I  have  before  been  placed.  It  is 
true  that  mine  was  the  first  voice  ever  raised  in 
the  halls  of  our  National  Congress,  to  condemn 
the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise.  (Tre 
mendous  cheers  )  While  my  colleagues  and 
other  Senators  were  imbruing  their  hands  in 
the  blood  of  that  good  old  compromise,  when 
they  committed  that  outrage  upon  the  public 
honor,  and  the  plighted  faith  of  a  nation,  which 
has  been  the  source  of  all  our  troubles,  so  fear- 
ful a»d  alarming  to  every  true  patriot,  as  to 
threaten  the  dissolution  of  our  glorious  Union,. 
I  rejoice,  I  say,  more  especially  when  I  see  that 
these  very  men  are  now  the  witnesses  of  the 
charges  that  we  have  made.  But,  gentlemen, 
it  is  not  my  duty  as  temporary  Chairman  to  ex- 
tend my  remarks.  I  ask  jour  assistance  in 
conducUng  the  deliberations  of  this  assembly. 
1  trust  they  will  be  conducted  with  that  order 
which  should  characterize  a  party  of  our  num- 
ber and  position.  Our  party,  beyond  all  con- 
troversy, at  this  very  day  and  hour,  is  the  most 
powerful  party  on  the  continent  of  North 
America, 

The  Chairman  resumed  his  seat  amidst  loud 
cheering. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  O.  H.  Browning,  W.  EL 
Bailhache  was  appointed  Secretary,  and  E.  T. 
Bridges  and  George  T.  Brown  assistant  secreta- 
ries.

speech  upon  the  opening  of  this  convention,  nor 
is  it  expected  I  should.  I  congratulate  our 
party  upon  the  glorious  prospects  bj  whi<«,h  we 
are  cheered.  In  our  State  and  some  other  North- 
ern States  where  we  were  not  quite  successful  in 
1856,  that  we  lost  the  battle  then  on  account  of 
the  speciou.,ness  of  this  boasted  ductrine.  But 
aftn1  it  had  been  expounded  by  their  distin- 
guished chief-  Mr.  Buchanan,  and  the  Su- 
preme Court  has  given  the  quietus  forever  to 
that  great  delusion  of  the  age,  I  think  that 
thousands  and  thousands  who  opposed  us  then 
will  now  go  with  us.  ELw  has  the  adminstra- 
tion  of  Buchanan  succeeded?  Have  they  re- 
deemed a  single  one  of  their  pledges?  Have 
they  made  Kansas  a  free  State?  Gentlemen, 
have  they  not  done  every  thing  in  their  power 
to  make  it  a  slave  State  for  ever?  What  did 
Mr.  Buchanan  say  in  his  message?  I  have  not 
time  to  go  ove-  the  whole  ground  now.  He 
told  you  that  the  country  was  in  great  distress 
arising  from  the  imperfect  banking  system 
from  the  breaking  of  almost  all  the  baiiks  in 
the  country.  He  delivered  a  lecture  to  the 
people  of  this  country  on  the  evils  of  banking 
and  suspension,  and  all  that  kind  of  thing,  and 
told  them  that  a  bankrupt  law  should  be  estab- 
lished to  remedy  these  evils.  Well,  now,  banks 
suspended  and  resumed  specie  payment ;  and 
the  Government  suspended.  [Laughter,j  There 
was  to  be  no  paper  currency.  Yet  what  did 
they  do?  Why,  there  was  $15,0,00,000  of  paper 
currency  issued  the  first  thing.  There  was  to 
be  a  reform  in  the  finances.  There  was  $25, -> 
000,000  of  surplus  at  that  time,  but  pray  what 
is  the  surplus  now  ?  Why,  they  are  $25,000,. 
000  in  debt.  [Cheers.]  The  Dankrupc  law— 
what  has  become  of  it?  Gentlemen,  I  believe 
that  the  friends  of  Mr.  Buchanan  bad  no  hones 
of  ever  passing  such  a  law.  Then,  again,  fili- 
bustering musf.  be  put  down — private  fit l$*fe«- 
tering.  [Laughter.]  Why?  Becruse  it  aid 
not  <Micceed;  .1-  presume.  [Laughter]  Well, 
Locompton  r7as  to  be  .passed  ,  it  w;.s  passed  : 
but  not  in  the  way  which  Mr.  Buchanan 
wanted. 

Not.  where  is  that  wise  administration  of 
James  Buchanan  ?  These  are  a  few,  a  very 
few  of  the  results  of  that  Administration  of 
that  great  statesman,  that  statesman  of  thirty 
yjeaia  standing.  The  Administration  of  James 
Buchanan  has  been  a  most  extraordinary  one, 
and  amest  infamous  one.  Compare  the  Ad- 
ministration  of  Mr.  Tyler,  which  you  3row  was 
a  grand  and  respectable  one !  Yea,  friends,  even 
that  Ad  :sii. isolation  was  respectable  compared 
to  that  of  Mr.  Buchanan.  Who  are  these  wen 
who  uphold  the  Administration  of  J.\-nes  2u- 
chanan,  the  exercise  of  whose  power  is  to 
force  the  people  irtc  submisson  ?  We  should 
pet  our  voicas  against  it,  and  all  these  men  have 
done,  these  office  seekers  arcl  sinecures.  Now 
so  far  as  a  portion  of  one  wing  uf  the  De- 
mocracy have  co-o;  erated  with  us,  we  grant 
them  the  respect  that  is  due;  but  they  need  not 
complain  if  we  now  turn  the  poisoned  chalice 
to  their  own  lips.

Mr.  Hulburt,  who  nominated  Mr.  Pinckney, 
moved  that  the  vote  be  declared  unanimous, 
which  was  carried  with  loud  cheers. 

The  committee  on  resolutions  submitted  the 
following,  which  was  read  and  unanimously 
adopted  : 

DECLARATION    OF    PRINCIPLES. 

We,  the  Republicans  of  Illinois,  in  conven- 
tion assembled,  in  addition  to  our  previous  af- 
firmations, make  the  following  declaration  of 
principles  : 

1.  We  reafirm  our  devotion  to  the  Constitu 
tion  cf  the  country  and  to  the  union  of  the 
States,  and  will  firmly  and  steadily  resist  all 
attempts  for  the  perversion  of  the  one  or  the 
disruption  cf  the  other.  We  recognize  the 
equal  rights  of  all  the  States,  and  avow  our 
readiness  and  willingness  to  maintain  them, 
and  disclaim  all  intention  of  attempting,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  assail  or  abridge  the 
rights  of  any  of  the  members  ot  the  confederacy 
guarantied  by  the  Constitution,  or  in  any  man- 
ner to  interfere  with  the  institution  of  slavery 
in  the  States  where  it  exists.  Nevertheless  we 
hold  that  this  government  was  instituted  for 
freemen,  and  that  it  can  be  perpetuated  and 
made  to  fulfil  the  purposes  of  its  organization 
only  by  devoting  itself  to  the  promotion  of  vir- 
tue and  intelligence  among  its  citizens,  and  the 
advancement  of  their  prosperity  and  happiness, 
and  to  these  ends  we  hold  it  to  be  the  duty  of 
the  government  so  to  reform  the  system  of  dis- 
posing of  the  public  lands  as  to  secure  the  soil 
to  actual  settlers,  and  wrest  it  from  the  grasp 
of  men  who  speculate  in  the  homes  of  the  peo* 


pie,  and    rom  corporations  that  lock  it  up  in 
dead  hands  for  enhanced  profits. 

2.  Free  labor  being  the  only  true  support  of 
Republican  institutions,  our  government  should 
maintain  its  rights,  and  we  therefore  demand 
the  improvement  of  our  harbors  and  rivers 
which  freight  the  commerce  of  the  West  to 
market,  and  the  construction  of  a  central  high* 
way  to  connect  our  trace  with  the  Pacific  States 
as  rightful  encouragement  to  home  industry; 
and  inasmuch  as  we  now  compete  in  the  mar- 
kets of  the  country  against  the  products  of  un- 
paid labor  at  depreciating  prices,  it  is  therefore 
eminently  unjust  that  the  National  adminis- 
tration should  attempt,  by  coercion,  to  extend  a 
servile  system  in  the  Territories,  or  by  patron- 
age to  perpetuate  slavery  in  the  States. 

3.  The  present  A Administration  has  proved 
recreant  to  the  trusts  committed  to  its  hands, 
and  by  its  extraordinary,  corrupt,  unjust  and 
undignified  exertions,  to  give  effect  to  the 
original  intention  and  purpose  of  the  Kansas- 
Nebraska  bill,  by  forcing  upon  the  people  of 
Kansas,  against  their  wilt,  and  in  defiance  of 
their  known  and  earnestly  expressed  wishes, 
a  constitution  recognizing  slavery  as  one  of 
their  domestie  institutions,  it  has  forfeited  all 
claim  to  the  support  and  confidence  of  the 
friends  of  free  men,  free  labor  and  equal  rights. 

4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  govern  mer.%  faith- 
fully and  diligently  to  execute  all  our  treaty 
stipulations,  and  to  enforce  all  our  laws  for  the 
suppression  of  the  slave  trade. 

5.  That  while  we  deprecate  all  interference 
on  the  part  of  political  organizations  with  the 
action  of  the  judiciary,  if  such  action  is  limited 
to  it3  appropriate  sphere,  yet  we  can  not 
refrain  from  expressing  our  condemnation  of 
the  principles  and  tendencies  of  the  extra 
judicial  opinions  of  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the 
matter  of  Dred  S^ott,  wherein  the  political 
heresy  is  put  forth  that  the  Federal  Constitution 
extends  slavery  into  all  the  Territories  of  the 
Republic,  and  so  maintains  it  that  neither 
Congress,  nor  the  people  through  their  Terri- 
torial Legislature,  can  by  law  abolish  it;  we 
hold  that  Congress  possesses  sovereign  power 
over  the  Territories,  and  has  the  right  to  govern 
and  control  them,  whilst  they  remain  in  a 
torritorial  condition,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  general  government  to  protect  the  Territory 
ies  from  the  curse  of  slavery,  and  to  preserve 
the  public  domain  for  the  occupation  of  free 
men  and  free  labor,  and  we  declare  that  no 
power  on  earth  can  carry  and  maintain  slavery 
in  the  States  against  the  will  of  their  people, 
and  the  provisions  of  their  constitutions  and 
laws ;  and  we  fully  indorse  the  recent  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  our  own  State,  which 
declares  that  property  in  persons  is  repugnant 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Illinois,  and 
that  all  persons  within  its  jurisdiction  are 
presumed  to  be  free,  and  that  slavery,  where  it 
exists,  is  a  municipal  regulation,  without  any 
extra  territorial  oporation. 

6.  The  policy  of  thisgovernmentshoulibe  to  live 
on  terms  of  peace  and  amity  with  all  the  nations 
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of  the  earth  so  far  as  it  can  be  done  consistently 
with  our  national  honor  and  interests;  and  to  en- 
ter into  entangling  alliances  with  none.  Our  in- 
tercourse with  other  nations  should  be  conduct- 
ed upon  principles  of  exact  and  exalted  justice; 
and  whilst  firmly  maintaining  our  own  rights 
we  should  carefully  avoid  any  invasion  of  the 
rights  of  others,  and  especially  those  of  the 
weaker  nations.  Our  commerce  ought  to  be 
protected  from  wanton  interruption,  and  our 
commercial  marine  from  invasion  and.  search — 
and  whilst  we  would  deplore  the  necesity  of 
war  with  any  of  the  nations  of  the  earth,  we 
wiU  still  firmly,  zealously  and  patriotically  sus- 
tain the  government  in  anyjust  measure;  which 
it  may  adopt  to  obtain  redress  for  injuries  and 
indignities  which  may  heretofore  have  been 
inflicted  upon  oar  citizens  navigating  the  seas, 
or  which  may  be  necessary  to  secure  them 
against  a  repetition  of  like  ?njuries  in  the  future. 

7.  We  view  with  regret  and  alarm  the  rap- 
idly increasingly  expenditures  of  the  General 
Government,  which,  now  in  a  time  of  profound 
peace,  threaten  the  country  with  national 
bankruptcy;  arid  we  pledge  ourselves,  as  far  as 
we  may  speak  for  the  Republicans  of  Illinois, 
to  a  thorough  and  radical  reform  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  government  finances,  in  the 
event  that  the  Republicans  are  intrusted  with 
the-  care  of  national  affairs. 

B.  C.  Cook,  of  LaSalle,  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted': 

Resolved,  That  the  Hon.  L'yma'ri  Trumbull, 
in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  has  illus- 
trated and  defended  the  principles  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  with  distinguished  ability  and  fidel- 
ity, and  we  hereby  express  our  emphatic  a,p- 
proval  of  his  course. 

Charles  L.  Wilson,  of  Cook,  submitted  the 
following  resolution,  which  w^s  greeted  with 
shouts  of  applause,  and  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  Abraham  LirrcOm  is  the  first 
and  only  choice  of  the  Republicans  of  Illinois 
for  the  United  States  Senate,  as  the  successor 
of  Stephen  A.  Douglas. 

On  motion,  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet 
at  8  o'clock.

When 
the  noise  subsided*,  he  proceeded  to  address  the 
convention  as  follows: 

REMARKS    OF    MF.    LINCOLN. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention: — If  we  could 
first  know  where  we  are.  and  whither  we  are 
tending,  we  could  then  better  judge  vj/iatto  do, 
and  how-to  do  it. 

We  are  now  far  into  the  fifth  year,  since  a 
policy  was  initiated]  with  the  avoiv<:.~'  object, 
and  confident  promise,  of  putting  an  end  to 
slavery  agitation. 


Under  the  operation  of  that  policy,  that  agita- 
tion has  not  only,  riot  ceased,  but  has  constant- 
ly augmented. 

In  my  opinion,  it  will  not  cease,  until  a  crisis 
shall  have  been  reached  and  passed — 

"A  house  divided  ag  lifist  itself  can.  o'  stand."

While  the  Nebraska  hill  was  passing  through 
Congress,  a  law  case,  involving  the  question  of 
a  re"-ro:6 freedom,  by  reason  of  his  owner  having 
voluntarily  taken  him,  first  into  a  free  State  and 
then  a  territory  covered  by  the  Congressional 
prohibition,  and  held  him  as  a  slave  for  a  long 
time  in  each,  was  passing  through  the  U.  S. 
Circuit  Court  for  the  District  of  Missouri;  and 
both  Nebraska  bill  and  law  suit  were  brought 
to  a  decision  in  the  same  month  of  May,  1854. 
The  negro's  name  was  "Dred  Scot,"  which 
name  now  designates  the  decision  finally  made 

in  the  ease;  ■•■       .  , 

Before  the  then  next  Presidential  election, 
the  law  case  came  to,  and  was  argued  in  the 
Supr.  me  Court  of  the  United  States;  but  the 
decision  of  it  was  deforced  until  after  the  elec- 
tion. Still,  before  the  election,  Senator  Truro* 
bull,  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  requests  the 
leadino-  advocate  of  the  Nebraska  bill  to  state 
his  opinion  whether  the  people  of  a  territory 
can  constitutionally  exclude  slavery  from  their 
limits*  and  the  latter  answers,  "That  is  a  ques- 
tion for  the  Supreme  Court." 

The  election  came.  Mr.  Buchanan  was 
elect! d,  and  the  indorsement,  such  as  it  was, 
secured.  That  was  the  second  point  gained. 
The  indorsement,  however,  fell  short  of  a  clear 
popular  majority  by  nearly  four  hundred  thou- 
sand votes,  ana  so,  perhaps,  was  not  overwhelm- 
ingly reliable  and  satisfactory 

The  outgoing  President,  in  his  last  annual 
message,  asimpsessively  as  possible  echoed  back 
upon  The  people  the  weight  and  authority  of  the 
indorsement. 

The  Supreme  Court  met   again;  did  not  an 
pounce  their  decision,  but  ordered  a  re-argu- 
ment. . 

The  Presidential  inauguration  came,  and  still

dent, in  his  inaugural  address,  fervently  exhor- 
ted the  people  to  abide  by  the  forthcoming  decis- 
ion, whatever  it  maybe. 

Then,  in  a  few  days,  came  the  decision. 

The  reputed  author  of  the  Neoraska  bill  finds 
an  eariy  occasion  to  make  a  speech  at  this  cap 
itol  indorsing  the  Dred  Scott  decision,  and  vehe- 
mently denouncing  all  opposition  to  it. 

The  new  President,  too,  seizes  the  early  occa 
sion  of  the  Silliman  letter  to  indorse  and  strong- 
ly construe  that  decision,  and  to  express  his  as- 
tonishment  that   any  different  view  had  ever 
been  entertained. 

At  length  a  squabble  springs  up  between  the 
President  and  the  author  of  the  Nebraska  bill, 
on  the  mere  question  of  fact,  whether  the  Le- 
comnton  cms-itution  was  or  was  not,  in  any 
just  sense,  made  bv  the  people  of  Kansas;  and 
in  t  Lat  -.our  oble  the  latter  declares  that  all  he 
wants  is  a  fair  vote  for  the  people,  and  fchat  he 
cares  not  whether  slavery  be  voted  down  or  voted 
up.  I  do  not  understand  his  declaration  that 
he  cayes  not  whether  slavery  be  voted  down 
or  voted  up,  to  be  intended  by  him  other  than 
as   an  apt  definition  of  the  policy  he  would 


impress  upon  the  public  mind — the  principle 
for  which  be  declares  he  has  suffered  much,  and 
is  ready  to  suffer  to  the  end. 

And  well  may  he  cling  to  that  principle.  If  he 
has  any  parental  feeling,  well  may  he  cling  to 
it.  That  principle  is  the  only  shred  left  of  his 
original  Nebraska  doctrine.  Under  the  Dred 
Scott  decision,  "squatter  sovereignty"  squatted 
out  of  existence — tumbled  down  like  temporary 
scaffolding — like  the  mould  at  the  foundry  served 
through  one  blast  and  fell  back  into  loose  sand 
: — helped  to  carry  an  election  and  then  was  kick- 
ed to  the  wi>  ds.  His  late  joint  struggle  with 
the  Republicans,  against  the  Lecompton  Con~ 
stitution,  involves  nothing  of  the  original  Ne- 
braska doctrine.  That  s  ruggle  was  made  on  a 
point — the  right  of  a  people  to  make  their  own 
constitution — upon  wh'ch  he  and  the  Republic 
cans  have  never  differed. 

The  several  points  of  the  Dred  Scott  decision, 
in  connection  with  Senator  Douglas'  "care  not" 
policy,  constitute  the  piece  of  machinery,  in  its 
present  state* of  advancement. 

The  working  points  of  that  machinery  are : 

First,  that  no  negro  slave,  imported  as  such 
from  Africa,  and  no  descendant  of  such  slave 
can  ever  be  a  citizen  of  any  State,  in  the  sense 
of  that  term  as  used  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

This  poin-j  is  made  in  order  to  deprive  the 
negro,  in  every  possible  event,  of  the  benefit  of 
that  provision  of  the  United  States  Constitution 
which  declares  that — 

"The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in 
the  several  States." 

Secondly,  that  "subject  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  neither  Congress  nor  a  Ter  - 
ri  to  rial  Legislature  can  exclude  slavery  from 
any  United  States  territory." 

This  point  is  made  in  order  that  individual 
men  may  fill  up  the  territories  with  slaves  with- 
out danger  of  losing  them  as  property,  and  thus 
to  enhance  the  chances  of  j.ermanency  to  the 
institution  through  all  the  future. 

Thirdly,  that  whether  the  holding  a  negro  in 
actual  slavery  in  a  free  State,  makes  him  free,, 
as  against  the  holder,  the  United  States  courts 
will  not  decide,  but  will  leave  to  be  dec  ded  by 
the  courts  of  any  slave  State  the  negro  may  be 
forced  into  by  the  master. 

This  point  is  made,  not  to  be  pressed  imme- 
diately, but,  if  acquiesced  in  for  a  while,  and 
apparently  indorsed  by  the  people  at  an  elec' 
tion,  then  to  sustain  the  logical  conclusion  that 
what  Dred  Scott's  master  might  lawfully  do 
with  Dred  Scott  in  the  free  State  of  Illinois, 
every  other  master  may  lawfully  do  with  any 
other  one,  or  one  thousand  slaves,  in  Illinois,  or 
in  any  other  free  State. 

Auxiliary  to  all  this,  and  working  hand  in 
hand  with  it,  the  Nebraska  doctrine,  or  what  is 
left  of  it,  is  to  educate  and  mould  public  opinion, 
at  least  Northern  public  opinion,  to  not  care 
whether  slavery  is  voted  down  or  voted  up. 

This  shows  exactly  where  we  now  are;  and 
partially,  also,  whither  we  are  tending. 

1c  will  throw  additional  light  on  the  latter  to 
go  back,  and  run  the  mind  over  the  string  of 
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of  historical  facts  already  stated.  Several 
things  will  now  appear  less  dark  and  mysterious 
than  they  did  when  they  were  transpiring.  The 
people  were  to  be  left  "perfectly  free"  "subject 
only  to  the  Constitution."  What  the  Constitn* 
Hon  had  to  do  with  it,  outsiders  could  not  then 
see.  Plainly  enough  now,  it  was  an  exactly 
fitted  niich,  for  the  Dred  Scott  deciss^on  to  after- 
wards come  in,  and  declare  that  perfect  freedom 
of  the  people,  to  be  just  no  freedom  at  all. 

Why  was  the  amendment,  expressly  declar-- 
ing  the  right  of  the  people  to  exclude  slavery, 
voted  down  ?  Plainly  enough  now,  the  adop* 
tion  of  it,  wouH  have  spoiled  the  nitch  for  the 
Dred  Scott  decission. 

Why  was  the  court  decision  held  up?  Why, 
even  a  Senator's  individual  opinion  withheld, 
till  after  the  Presidential  election?  Plainly 
enough  now,  the  speaking  out  then  woisld  have 
damaged  the  "perfectly  free"  argument  upon 
which  the  election  was  to  be  carried. 

Way  the  outgoing  President's  felicitation  on 
the  indorsement  ?  Why  the  delay  of  a  re-argu- 
ment? Why  the  incoming  President's  advance 
exhortation  in  favor  of  the  decision  ? 

These  things  look  like  the  candons  patting 
and  petting  a  spirited  Lorse,  preparatory  to 
mounttng  him,  when  it  is  dreaded  that  he  may 
give  the  rider  a  fall. 

And  why  the  hasty  after  indorsements  of  the 
decision  by  the  President  and  others? 

We  can  not  absolutely  know  that  all  these 
exact  adaptations  are  the  result  of  preconcert. 
But  when  we  see  a  loi  of  framed  timbers,  dif- 
ferent portions  of  which  we  know  have  been 
gotten  out  at  different  times  and  places  and  by 
different  workmen — Stephen,  Franklin,  Roger, 
and  James,  for  instance — and  when  we  see 
these  timbers  joined  together,  and  see  they  ex- 
actly make  the  frame  of  a  house  or  a  mill,  all 
the  tenons  and  mortices  exactly  fitting,  and  all 
the  lengths  and  ,'proportions  of  the  different 
pieces  exactly  adapted  to  their  respective  places, 
and  not  a  piece  too  many  or  too  fevv — not 
omitting  even  scaffolding — or,  if  a  single  piece 
be  lacking,  we  can  see  the  place  in  the  frame 
exactly  fitted  and  prepared  to  yet  bring  such 
piece  in — in  such  a  case,  we  find  it  impossible 
to  not  believe  that  Stephen  and  Franklin  and 
Roger  and  James  all  understood  one  another 
from  the  beginning,  and  all  worked  upon  a 
common  plan  or  draft  drawn  up  before  the  first 
lick  was  struck. 

It  should  not  be  overlooked  that,  by  the  Ne- 
braska bill,  the  people  of  a  State  as  well  as 
Territory,  were  to  be  left  "perfectly  free"  "sub- 
ject only  to  the  Constitution." 

Why  mention  a  State  f  They  were  legislat- 
ing for  Territories,  and  not  for  or  about  States. 
Certainly  the  people  of  a  State  are  and  ought  to 
he  subject  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States;  but  why  is  mention  of  this  lugged  into 
this  merely  territorial  law  ?  Why  are  the 
people  of  a  territory  and  the  people  of  a  state 
therein  lumped  together,  and  their  relation  to 
the  Constitution  therein  treated  as  being  precis 
sely  the  same? 

While  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  by  Chief 
Justice  Tanev,  in  the  Dred  Scott  case,  and  the 


separate  opinions  of  all  the  concurring  Judges, 
expressly  declare  that  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  neither  permits  Congress  nor  a 
Territorial  Legislature  to  exclude  slavery  from 
any  United  States  territory,  they  all  omit  to 
declare  whether  or  not  the  same  Constitution 
permits  a  state,  or  the  people  of  a  State,  to  ex* 
elude  it. 

Possibly,  this  was  a  mere  omission  ;  but  who 
can  be  quite  sure,  if  McLean  or  Cuxtis  had 
sought  to  get  into  the  opinion  a  declaration  of 
unlimited  power  in  the  people  of  a  state  to  ex- 
clude slavery  from  their  limits,  just  as  Chace 
and  Mace  sought  to  get  snch  declaration  in 
behalf  of  the  people  of  a  Territory,  into  the 
Nebraska  bill — I  ask,  who  can  be  quite  sure 
that  it  would  not  have  been  voted  down,  in  the 
one  case,  as  it  had  been  in  the  other. 

The  nearest  approach  to  the  point  of  declar- 
ing the  power  of  a  State  over  slavery,  is  made 
by  Judge  Nelson.  He  approaches  it  more  than 
once,  using  the  precise  idea,  and  almost  the 
language  too,  of  the  Nebraska  act.  On  one 
occasion  his  exact  language  is,  "except  in  cases 
where  the  power  is  restrained  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  the  law  of  the  State 
is  supreme  over  the  subject  of  slavery  within 
its  jurisdiction." 

In  what  cases  the  power  of  the  stales  is  so 
restrained  by  the  U.  S,  Constitution,  is  left  an 
open  question,  precisely  as  the  same  question, 
as  to  the  restraint  on  the  power  of  the  territories 
was  left  open  in  the  Nebraska  act.  Put  that 
and  that  together,  and  we  have  another  nice 
little  nitch,  which  we  may,  ere  long,  see  filled 
with  another  Supreme  Court  decision,  declaring 
that  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  does 
not  permit  a  state  to  exclude  slavery  from  its 
limits. 

And  this  may  especially  be  expected  if  the 
doctrine  of  "  care  not  whether  slavery  be  voted 
down  or  voted  up,"  shall  gain  upon  the  public 
mind  sufficiently  to  give  promise  that  guch  a 
decision  can  be  maintained  when  made. 

Such  a  decision  is  all  shat  slavery  now  lacks 
of  being  alike  lawful  in  all  the  States. 

Welcome  or  unwelcome,  such  decision  is  pro- 
bably coming,  and  will  soon  be  upon  us,  unless 
the  power  of  the  present  political  dynasty  shall 
be  met  and  overthrown. 

We  shall  lie  down  pleasantly  dreaming  that 
the  people  of  Missouri  are  on  the  verge  of  mak- 
ing their  State  fr^e;  and  we  shall  awake  to  the 
reality  instead,  that  the  Supreme  Court  has 
made  Illinois  a  slave  State. 

To  meet  iind  overthrow  the  power  of  that  dy- 
nasty,is  the  work  now  before  all  those  who  would 
prevent  that  consummation. 

That  is  what  we  have  to  do. 

But  how  can  we  best  do  it  ? 

There  are  those  who  denounce  us  openly  to  their 
own  friends,  and  yet  whisper  us  softly  that  Sena- 
tor Douglas  is  the  apiest  instrument  there  is, with 
which  to  effect  that  object.  They  do  not  tell  us, 
nor  has  he  told  U5<,  that  he  icishes  any  such  ob- 
ject to  be  effected.  They  wish  us  to  infer  all, 
from  the  facts,  that  he  now  has  a  little  quarrel 
with  the  present  head  of  the  dynasty  ;  and  that 
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lie  has  regularly  voted  with  us,on  a  single  point; 
upon  which  he  and  we  have  never  differed. 

They  remind  us  that  he  is  a  very  great  man, 
and  that  the  largest  of  us  are  very  small  ones. 
Let  this  be  granted.  But  "a  living  Jog  is  better 
than  a  dead  lion  "  Judge  Douglas,  if  not  a 
dead  lion  for  hi3  work,  is  at  least  a  caged  and 
toothless  one.  How  can  he  oppose  the  advances 
sof  slavery?  He  don't  care  anything  about  it. 
His  avowed  mission  is  impressing  the  "  public 
heart"  to  ca^e  nothing  about  it. 

A  leading  Douglas  Democratic  newspaper 
thinks  Douglas'  superior  talent  will  be  needed 
to  resist  the  revival  of  the  African  slave  trade. 

Does  Douglas  believe  an  effort  to  revive  that 
trade  is  approaching?  He  has  not  said  so. 
Does  he  really  think  so?  But  if  it  is,  how  can  he 
resist  it?  For  years  he  has  labored  to  prove  it 
a.  sacred  right  of  white  men  to  take  negro  slaves 
into  the  new  territories.  Can  he  possibly  show 
that  it  is  less  a  sacred  right  to  buy  them  where 
they  can  be  bought  cheapest?  And,  ungues- 
tionably  they  can  be  bought  cheaper  in  Africa 
than  inVirginia. 

He  has  done  all  in  his  power  to  reduce 
the  whole  question  of  slavery  to  one 
of  a  mere  right  of  property;  and  as  such,  how 
can  he  oppose  the  foreign  slave  trade — how  can 
he  refuse  that  trade  in  that  "property"  shall  be 
"perfectly  free" — unless  he  does  it  as  a  protec- 
tion to  the  home  production  ?  And  as  the  home 
producers  will  probably  not  ask  the  protection, 
he  will  be  wholly  without  a  ground  of  opposi- 
tion. 

Senator  Douglass  holds,  we  know,  that  a  man 
may  rightfully -be  wiser  to-day  than  he  was  yes- 
terday— that  he  may  rightfully  change  when  he 
Snds  himself  wrong. 

But,  car.  we  for  that  reason,  run  ahead,  and 
Infer  that  he  will  make  any  particular  change, 
of  which  he,  himself,  has  given  no  intimation  ? 
Can  we  safely  base  our  action  upon  any  such 
vague  inference  ? 

Now,  as  ever,  I  wish  not  to  misrepresent 
Judge  Douglas'  position.question  his  motives, or 
do  aught  ihat  can  be  personally  offensive  to  him. 

Whenever,  if  ever,  he  and  we  can  come  to*« 
gether  on  principle  so  that  our  great  cause  may 
have  assistance  from  his  great  ability,  I  hope  to 
have  interposed  no  advantitious  obstacle. 

But  clearly,  he  is  not  now  with  us — he  does 
not  pretend  to  be — he  does  not  promise  to  ever 
be. 

Our  cause,  then,  must  be  intrusted  to,  and 
conducted  by  its  own  undoubted  friends — those 
whose  hands  are  free,  whose  hearts  are  in  the 
work — who  do  care  for  the  result. 

Two  years  ago  the  Republicans  of  the' nation 
mustered  over  thirteen  hundred  thousand 
strong.

Of  strange,  discordant,  and,  even,  hostile  ele- 
ments, we  gathered  from  the  four  winds,  and 
formed  and  fought  the  battle  through,  under 
the  constant  hot  fire  of  a  disciplined,  proud  and 
pampered  enemy. 

Did  we  brave  all  then  to  falter  now? — now — 
when  that  same  enemy  is  wavering,  dissevered, 
and  belligerent? 

The  result  is  not  doubtful.  "We  shall  not 
fail — if  we  stand  firm,  we  shall  not  fail. 

Wise  councils  may  accelerate  or  mistakes  de- 
lay it,  but,  sooner  or  later  the  victory  is  sure  to 
come. 

Mr.  Lincoln  was  cheered  throughout  tjie 
speech,  and  when  he  closed  the  hall  rang  with 
prolonged  applause. 

On  motion  of  J.  Grimshaw — 

Resolved,  That  the  Republican  members  of 
Congress  from  this  State,  are,  in  common  with 
their  Republican  co-laborers  from  other  parts 
of  the  Union,  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  this 
Convention  and  the  people  of  Illinois,  for  their 
firm,  dignified  and  protracted,  though  unsuc- 
cessful resistance  to  the  consummation  of  the 
Lecompton  Fraud. 

On  motion  of  1. 1ST.  Arnold — 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention 
be  tendered  to  the  citizens  of  Springfield  for  the 
many  hospitalities  which  they  have  rendered  to 
the  members  of  this  convention. 

On  motion  of  C.  B.  Denio — . 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  heartily  in- 
dorse our  present  Republican  State  Adminis- 
tration, and  commend  the  able  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  its  members  have  performed 
the  arduous  and  responsible  duties  of  their 
various  stations,  and  discharged  the  trusts  con* 
fided  to  thorn  in  185G,  by  the  people  of  Illinois. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention 
be  tendered  to  its  officers,  for  the  prompt  and 
impartial  manner  in  which  they  have  discharg- 
ed the  duties  devolving  upon  them. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and 
unanimoasly  adopted :
